Washington, August 20.—A circle of 
country 84 miles around will be swept 
of buildings, if the order of the mili- 
tary governor of Paris that residences 
of “the zone of action” of the French 
capital’s defending forts burn their 
homes in anticipation of a siege, is cor- 
rectly interpreted here.

New York, August 29.—Colonel Niko-

Another significant official announcement from Paris is that the 
German forces are advancing in the direction of La Fere, about eighty 


‘miles northeast of Paris. The right wing of the French troops operat- 


ing in this region has driven back the Germans on the town of Guise, 
but the left wing was unable to hold the advance of the German troops. — 
Both the French and the British are calling on all their men to join 
in the defense of the French lines, which apparently are dropping back 
gradually. A campaign has been started in London and other English 
centers to induce all Englishmen of proper age to join the colors. 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts, in a stirring address, declared that the 
country was in‘great danger and defeat would mean “ruin, shame and 


slavery.” ; 

British cruisers and destroyers which were in the engagement of 
Heligoland have arrived at various English ports and some members of 
the crews assert that at least eleven German vessels of various sizes 
were sunk. 

A German army corps, which has been engaged along the line of 
the Meuse, has been withdrawn and has proceeded to the northeast, 
presumably to reinforce troops striving to check the advance of the 
Russian army through East Prussia. 

An Athens dispatch gives as a semi- official statement, news from 
“a trustworthy source in Constantinople,” that German officers and 
sailors have passed through Bulgaria on their way to Constantinople. 
There has been some question as to the attitude Turkey intends to 
assume in the present war, some previous reports declaring Turkey had 
a strong leaning towards Germany.

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Germans Defeat Russians 


Berlin, August 29.—(By Wireless to the Associated Press.)—-News of the 
defeat of five Russian army,corps ‘o the south of Allenstein is made public 
here today. It is regarded as encouraging and as greatly relieving the 
situation in East Prussia. It is said to insure the flank of the German 
positions. 

Allenstein is about sixty miles south of Koenigsburg. 

The Associated Press has been informed from official sources that the 
battles which have been in progress for several days past are expected to be 
decisive. Austrian troops are pursuing the Russians from Krasnik, about 
twenty miles north of the Galician frontier, in the direction of Lublin. 

There is no invading army between the River Bug and the River Wieprz. 
These rivers are affluents of the Vistula and embrace a territory located to 
the east of Warsaw. 

Austria, according to this same authorty, has invaded Russia and has 
occupied the region in front of Zamose. Zamose jis a strongly fortified town 
of Russian-Poland on the Wieprz, forty-five miles southeast of Lublin. 

The Austrians hold the regions to the west, north and southeast of 
Lemberg, Galicia, and have advanced toward the Dniester river against 
strong invading forces of the enemy.

Washington, August 29.—The follow- 
ing official report of the naval battle 
yesterday off Cruxhaven, in which the 
Bratish fleet was victorious, was re-

Berlin, \ August 29.—No news was received here today concerning the 
situation on the French frontier beyond a special dispatch to the Tages 
Zeitung, decfaring that the British defeat at St. Quentin was complete. The 
British losse& were heavy and the routed British soldiers were forced to 
accept battle by the German cavalry who were in masses on their line of 


retreat. 
St. Quentin\ is eighty miles from Paris.

The location \of the foregoing dispatch of St. Quentin in the Department 
of Alsno, France, as the point where the British troops were forced to 
retreat before the German attack, places the stage of this fighting considerably 
further within French territory than it has been set by previous reports. 

Up to the present time the British line has been described as extending 
from Cambrai to Lecateau. St. Quentin Is twenty miles south of Cambrai 
and the same distarice southwest of Lecateau. It is within eight miles of 
the boundary of the Department of Somme, referred to in an official com- 
munication issued by the French war department last night as follows: 

“The situation on our front from the Department of Somme to the 
Vosges remains the same today as yesterday.” 


Russians Claim Victory Over Austria 


London, August 29..—A St. Petersburg dispatch to The Times sent 
Saturday morning says the Austrians made a bold bid for the offensive yes- 
terday by trying to sieze the left flank of the Russian position in Poland 
with the obvious intention of relieving the pressure on the German forces in 
northeastern Prussia. 

Two or three army corps advanced as far as Kielce, where they en- 
countered a strong Russian force. A pitched battle was fought and resulted 
in the overthrow of the invaders, who sustained heavy losses. It was here 
that the Eleventh Hungarian reserves met their fate. 

Operations in eastern Galicia, according to the dispatch, are developing 
fast and the Russian net is drawing around Lemberg. The German Allen- 
stein army is in full retreat toward Elbing and Marienburg. 

“The reported capture of Konigsburg is not confirmed,” says The Times 


correspondent, “but I have the best of authority for stating that Konigsberg 


is completely surrounded.

Germans Mounted Artillery 
On Red Cross Ambulances 


London, August 29.—The Daily Mail's 
Boulogne correspondent, writing of the 
battle of Tournal, says: 

“The battle of Tournail should g0 
down in British history beside Rorkes 
Drift and Magersfontein as a revela- 
tion of the prowess of the British army. 

“At Tournai a German cavalry force 
of 5,000 men overwhelmed a British 
force of 700, who hourly expected relief 
which never appeared. The Germans 
were victors at a terrible price and only 
after their own ranks had been sadly 
thinned. The British stood their ground 
until all hope was lost and only 300 re- 
mained. Then they retired, calmly and 
cooly, carrying their wounded and ha- 
rassing their pursuers all the way. 

‘The story of this last stand is some- 
what beclouded by the British charge 
that the Germans finally turned the 
tide of battle by mounting quick firers 
in Red Cross wagons. The British sur- 
vivors fell back on Wednesday after 
noon, the fighting having lasted from 


11:30 in the morning. Here ia the story 
of Tournalt in brief: 

“On Wednesday morning our troops 
had taken position slightly to the rear 
of the town of Tournal, on high ground 
Our artillery fired effectively at first 
upon the German advance, but later lost 
the range. Toward 1 o'clock our pos!i- 
tion became critical. 

“As every vital moment slipped by 
anxious eyes looked back for the prom- 
ised help that was never to come. Even 
at the terrible disadvantage of more 
than ten to one, the infantry and artil- 
lery were holding their own when the 
hordes of Uhlans seemed suddenly 
swoop down from nowhere. 

“Through the town they galloped

Both fermented and unfermented fruit juices are fatal to 
microbes when diluted with distilled water at the rate of 
twenty cubic centimeters of juice or wine for one cubic centi- 
meter of water. A solution of weak citric acid, says the 
writer, will kill cholera bacilli in two minutes, while a longer 
time is taken for the destruction of typhoid bacilli. Alcohol 
at 25 per cent kills microbes, and at 2 per cent prevents 
development.

Amid Fighting at Vera Cruz 
Home fora Short Furlough

At 3 a. m., April 22, 1914 John 
Quincey Jett, a 22-year-old Atlanta 
boy, the nephew of Assistant Chief of 
Police.E. L. Jett, was detailed by Cap- 
tain E. A. Anderson, commanding the 
battleship New Hampshire, who had 
Just received an urgent radilogram 
from Admiral Fletcher to “Land blue- 
jackets and marines immediately,” on 
the most important task of the twen- 
ty-two years of his life. 

Captain Anderson, who had distin- 
guished himself in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, wanted a bluejacket to carry 
“Old Glory” before his fighting men. 
Turning to the young Atlanta boy, 
he gave him the honor. 

Young Jett, who is a petty officer, 
is home on a furlough, and in the fol- 
lowing interview -with The Constitu- 
tion’s police reporter, he graphically 
describes the attack upon, and capture 
of Vera Cruz by American bluejackets 
and marines, during which the Atlanta 
boy was at all times at the front, 
bearine the starse and stripes. 

Tells Story of Fight. 

“The last night on the run down 
the coast from Norfolk the battlaships 
comprising the squadron, the New 
Hampshire, the flagship Arkansas, the 
New Jersey, andi the Vermont, had 
plungei through the waters of the 
gulf of Mexico toward Vera Cruz at 
top speet Throughout thts last night 
of the trip the thought which haunted 
every bain on toard the four big 
ships was ‘could the small force then 
in possession of Vera Cruz, which had 
landei f:9m the Utah, Florida and tie 
Prairie, hold out during the night. 

“Captain Anderson had been placed 
in command of the second naval regi- 
ment, which had received orders to 
land and seize the Mexican Naval 
academy, artillery barracks, the arése- 
mal, the military barracks and other 
government buildings in the line of 
march. This was considered a ‘large 
order,’ as the four buildings named 
were the strongest and best fortifted 
in the entire city. 

“By 8&8 o’clock disembarkation had 
taken place, and the second naval 
bivouacked in the open space opposite 
the Terminal hotel. Orders were re- 
ceived to advance immediately upon 
the Mexican Naval acadamy. 

“The. Chester, lay 


which 
water-front tn the harbor, began fir- 
ing on the buildings 


with its three- 
inch guns in an endeavor to clear the 
wavy for the regiment. 

“In short time the'march began, the 
second naval forming with fourteen 
officers and 356 men of the New 
Hampshire leading, followed by bat- 
talions of similar size from the Ver- 
mont, the South Carolina, the New 
Jersey and the artillery battalion and 
hospital corps bringing up the rear. 

Galling Fire Opens. 

“The second naval had advanced to 
the very doors of the naval acadamy, 
and our battalion had just swung into 
the street separating the naval acad- 
amy and the arsenal, when suddenly, 
without a moment’s warning, a gall- 
ing fire from machine eg 


near the 


guns and Mau- 
ser rifles belched down upon the staff 
of the New Hampshire from the win- 
dows and rifle slots of the acadamy. 

“We suddenly found ourselves caught 
in a terrific cross-fire from all the 
Mexican buildings surrounding us. 
Men began to fall right and left. We 
were hopelessly ambushed, it seemed. 

“That the entire staff of our battal- 
ion was not annihilated I consider as 
nothing short of a miracle. I attribute 
it to the bad markmanship and poor 
Morale of the Mexicans. 

“I recall with horror how I would 
repeatediy hear a groan near me, and 
turning, would see a bluejacket drop 
his rifle and roll over in a pool of 
blood. Others, when shot,-would jump 
up, run a short distance and then 
plunge headlong to the ground. Stil] 
others, though wounded, continued fir- 
ing my. We had all re- 
ceived orfiers to retreat to the open 
field the rear and there deploy as 
skirmishers, and lie flat on our stom- 
@chs on the ground. This helped some. 
but the fusilade was too great fo: 
Our men. 

“The situation suddenly 
Captain Mofflett, of the Chester, 
geen the battalion’s predicament, 
without waiting orders, 
opened deadly fire on the naval 
academy and surrounding buildings 
with the 3-inch and 5-inch guns of the 
Chester.

Fight weeks ago a feeble-minded 
Servian youth fired the shots that slew 
the heir to the Hapsburg throne. The 
tragedy was regarded as making for 
the peace of Europe rather than for 
war, since Francis Ferdinand was be- 
lieved to have held very drastic views 
about the course that should be taken 
toward the Balkan states. 

The Vienna government sought, how- 
ever, to indict the whole Servian peo- 
ple for the crime. Little Servia ac- 
cepted eight of the eleven demands of 
her big neighbor unconditionally, ac- 
cepted two conditionally, and rejected 
one only conditionally. Servia’s sub- 
mission was denounced as ‘filled with 
the spirit of dishonesty,” and four 
weeks ago Vienna declared war. 

Then came the deluge! Russia re- 
fused to resign her long accepted role 
of “big brother’ to the minor Slavic 
states. As Russia would not cease 
from moving to the rescue of Servia 
the German emperor felt bound to 
move to the aid of his ally of Vienna. 
Three weeks ago Berlin declared war 
upon Russia, and the German armies 
seized “neutralized” Luxemburg and 
demanded free passage through inde- 
pendent Belgium for the invasion of 
France. 

How Belgium resisted, and appealed 
to England for aid; how England re-

TECH NIGHT SCHOOL 
FACILITIES. LARGER 


Professor J. N. G. Nesbit, Who 
Is Dean, Announces Plans 
for This Season. 


Prof. J. N. G. Nesbit. dean of the 
night school at Georgia Tech, has just 
issued the 1914-15 bulletin announcing 
the plans for the coming season of the 
night school, which included extension 
of the school's facilities in order to ac- 
commodate the steadily increasing 
number of pupils. 

The school ig practicaN»—free and 
was instituted-by the state of Georgia 
to give opportunity ‘for technical edu- 
cation to all those who are unable from 
lack of means or lack of time to pur- 
sue such studies in the daytime. The 
school is attended not only by ma- 
chinists and technical men who wish 
to increase their efficiency, but by 
many young boys and clerKs who work 
in various occupations in the daytime 
in Atlanta. The attendance has in- 
ereased by leaps and bounds from sev- 
enty-five pupils in 1908 to 246 last year. 

The buildings and shops of the night 
eachool are at the Georgia Tech. In 
fact, the state has donated free the use 
of all its plants, laboratories, shops 
and equipment for this work. 

Prof. Nesbit announces that thirty- 
four separate subjects of instruction 
will be free in the night school in the 
coming session, which opens Septem- 
ber 21 and ends May 27, 1915. Nearly 
@ll the classes meet two evenings a 
week, Mondays and Wednesdays, or 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, from 7:39 to 
9:30. Application cards for admission 
may be had upon request. The appli- 


eant should fill out his card and sendf 


to the night school, where it is filed 
tn the order of its receipt. Then a 
card is sent to each accepted appli- 
cant, informing him when and where 
to report. 

The night schoo! offers opportunity 
for practical study in architecture, 
architectural drawing and designing, 
mechanical drawing, electricity, wood- 
work, foundry work, 
work, engineering, structural designing 
and structural steel work, mathemat- 
fes from ordinary arithmetic to the 
solving of engineering problems by 
trigonometry, practical chemistry, qual- 
itative and quantitative analysis, ele- 
mentary and advanced English. 

Opportunities are given arvance stu- 
dents to solve problems of thelr own 
in the chemical and electrical. labora- 
tories, and in a number of instances 
prominent Atlanta manufacturers and 
business men have become pupils of 
the night school in order to work out 
practical problems in technology.

In the course of time 
it would he entirely practicable, they 
declare, for American chemists to 
manufacture these products.

“It gives the jobber good collateral 
in place of an open account and en- 
ables him to secure an additional line 
of credit if necessary, from his bank. 

“The farmer in. liquidating his in- 
debtedness places himself in line for 
more accommodation, whereas, if he 
secures cash on his cotton he assumes 
an additional liability in the way of 
interest.”’

It is possible 
for American chemists to produce the 
same chemicals as the German chem- 
ists do. 
‘TLargwe quantities of 
aspirin under its 
name are sold in this country. This 
term is used to designate a chemical 
which has a long scientific title 

“Tt has been necessary to raise the 
prescriptions which 
these imported drugs because 
the agents of the German manufactur- 
ers in this country have increased the 
price, There have been no ‘war prices’ 
charged here, however, on articles 
whick have not been affected by the 
conditions in Europe.

$75 per month. The bookkeeper had 
to pay, while the stenographer went 
free. rickmasons, mechanics and all 
day laborers earning any amount (and 
many of them get as much as $4 and 
$5 per day) were exempted from pay- 
ng any part of their debts, while 
clerks and others (many of them mak- 
ing $8 a week andless) had to pay 
every farthing, and could not draw 
one cent of their earnings until it was 
all paid. 

‘Few merchants felt safe in ex- 
tending credit to any man whose in- 
come was rey er by law, no mat- 
ter how great the need of the appli- 
cant. The law took from many § an 
honest man his only basis of credit 
and when sorely pressed by misfor- 
tune his only source of relief was the 
money lender. The old law was class

What He Has Done to 
Eliminate Waste in the 
Agriculture of the Nation. 


The Washington Star, the leading 
newspaper of the National Capital, has 
a half-page article in a recent Sunday 
issue on E. Lee Worsham, Georgia's 


state entomologist and general-in-chief 
of.the anti-boll weevil crusaders. The 


Star's article is from the pen of Ash- 
mun Brown, a noted special correspond- 


ent, who says: 
Wersham and the Boll Weevil. 

“In all fairness and gratitude, E. Lee 
Worsham, state entomologist of Geor- 
gia, ought to be decent to the boll 
[t has made him famous. To 
it more than to anything else is due 
his national fame, which led recently 
to Ais being made president of the na- 
tional conservation congress. 

“But is he grateful? Not by consid- 
erable! He continues his warfare on 
the boll weevil with the relentlessness 
of a fanatic. More than any other man 
he has contrived to put a crimp in the 
activities of the boll weevil. Millions 
of boll weevils in the south rise up and 


curse him. 

“But for him there would be untold 
hillions of boll weevils alive in the 
country today, gaining nourishment 
from the succulent cotton, raising their 
families of Rooseveltian proportions-— 
each pair of boll weevils breeds 12,- 
500,000 progeny in twelve months— 
contented and happy. 

“Worsham. the ‘Crusader for Crops,’ 
as he is called, makes war on the race. 
A modest, slender, red-headed Geor- 
cian, with drawling voice and sleepy 
eves and an air of abundant leisure, 
he has concealed about him a most re- 
markable ‘punch.’ His thyroid and 
adrenal glands—the ‘pep’ glands of the 
human—must be abnormally developed. 

“Several. vears ago he went on the 
war patch against the boll weevil. It 
was not a war with flying banners, 
bands and gunpowder, but stern, dead- 
lv war. nevertheless. It was this way: 

“The boll weevi] had invaded the 
south. It was working devastation in 
the cotton flelds, the source of most of 
the south’s wealth. No one knew much 
about the weevil. Worsham, &@ trained 
scientist, set to work to find out all 
he could on the subject. He learned 
that the weevil could travel 100 miles 
on a single night, and that all the 
pests of the weevil's tribe were ad- 
vancing northward at an average rate 
of about 65 to 75 miles a year. Further 
research showed him thet the advanc- 
ing army of weevils were but 50 miles 
south of Georgia. On that he put out 
a prediction as to when the advance 
guard of the army would arrive. The 
prediction came trué.’ ; 

“He learned of the weevil’s habits, its 
vast capabilities for propagation and 
ita private life. He learned that the 
only way to circumvent the weevil was 
have the cotton mature early; for 
the weevil attacks at certain seasons, 
and those seasons, in Georgia, cor- 
respond to the seasons when the cot- 
ton plant was immature. Put a weevil 
against a matured and sturdy cotton 
plant, and he could do no business. 

“But here another difficulty present- 
ed itself. Early maturing cotton in 
Georgia always has been subject to 
the devastating black root or wilt. 

“Mr. Worsham held that both the 
black root and the Mexican boll weevil 
problems must be solved at once. The 
cotton crop of Georgia is worth ap- 
proximately $140,000,000 a year. Three 
millions of this was lost annually 
through black root, and the weevil was 
capable of destroying from 50 to 75 
per cent of the whole. To prevent this 
loss was worth while. 

“The red-headed entomologist went 
after his state legislature and got an 
appropriation for the fight against the 
twin foes. Then, in co-operation with 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, he set about developing re- 
sistant strains of cotton. He wanted 
a cotton proof against black root and 
equally proof against the weevil. 

“Six years’ work produced the re- 
sult. Worsham crossed and recrossed 
cotton plants until he got the kind of 
seed that contained in it the elements 
of insurance. Seed was distributed to 
the farmers in diseased areas without 
cost. A result is that many farmers 
today are producing one to two bales 
to the acre where it would have been 
impossible to produce cotton at all 
with ordinary varieties. 

“On its own initiative the state, under 
Mr. Worsham’'s direction, has developed 
types of supertor fiber to be grown in 
the diseased areas and worth from 3 to 
56 cents per pound more than the ordi- 
nary cotton. It has also developed a 
type that not only is resistant to wilt, 
but that matures eufficiently early to 
discourage the boll weevil. 

“The resistant strains of cotton de- 
vised by Mr. Worsham for use in Geor- 
gia have been imported into most of 
the cotton states. His one achieve- 
ment in that direction, therefore 
manne many millions of dollars to the 
south. 

“Now, of course, much of this work 
was laboratory work. Mr. Worsham is 
a shark in the laboratory; Dut outside 
he also has remarkable capabilities. 
Never is he oontent merely to learn 
things that agriculturiste ought to 
ty his.passion is for telling about 
them. 

“Hence, for years, he has been charg- 
ing up and down the south, sounding 
in Glarion tones the call to farmers 
and planters to arm against the weevil, 
the wilt and the countless other forces 
of waste, decay and inefficiency. He 
is the incarnate voice of the new south. 
demanding the elimination of waste 
More crops, better crops, the higher 
uses of the land, intensive cultivation, 
modern stientifiC methats—these are 
the things he has preached. But he 
talked most of the boll weevil; it was 
the imminent peril. 

“He talked with the eloquence of the 
south, his speeches being adorned with 
a wealth of imagry, homely illustra- 
tion and glowing flights of fancy that 
caught the imagination of the southern 
farmers as only the outpourings of the

“He. made plain tu them that proper 
and efficient cultivation of the soll was 
a patriotic duty; that the prosperity of 
the country depended on their intelli- 
gent and careful use of the natural re- 
sources which God and the state had 
intrusted to their charge. 

“So ‘the boll weevil man’ fired agri- 
cultural Dixie with a flaming enthusi- 
asm that is bearing fruit every ‘day 
and the influence of which is extend- 
ing widely. 

“His fame grew and his influence 
grew far beyond the borders of his own 
state. One day~+-this was in 19039— 
someone told him that he was a true 
conservationist. Mr. Worsham was 
suprised. Somehow the prevailing no- 
tion was that conservation wag but a 
short term for “Woodman spare that 
tree,’ and that he had not been overly 
interested in trees. 

“Then it was made clear to him that 
conservation meant merely the preven- 
tion of waste and the higher use of 
resources, and was not confined merely 
to forests. 

“"T am for that,’ said he, for it was 
prectecly what he had been preach 


nek. 

“Promptly he allied himself with the 
National Conservation congress, which 
came {nto being that vear. and has been 
a' powerful fieure in it ever since. In 
1910 he called the outhern Conserva-

tion congress, which was held with a 
large attendance from sixteen states. 
Mr. Worsham was elected president of 
the organization. 

“He continued active in the N 
al Condervation Congress, 
chairman of the executive committee 
in 1911, and a few weeks ago. when 
a vacancy occurred in the office of 
president, he was chosen for the place. 

“Now the congress has decided to 
have its next annual session, during 
the comin winter, for the first time 
in the south. Mr. Worsham maintains 
that the south needs to know more 
about the propaganda. New Orleang 
will entertain the congress whent it 
meets.

“This energetic young southerner— 
he is only 33 years old—because he 
seized the opportunity for big public 
service a minor state offéred has risen 
to national prominence and influence 
in a short span of years. Isn't the 
assumption, mentioned in the early 
part of this article, that his ‘pep’ glands 
are abnormally developed justified? 

“Born on a farm near Forsyth, Ga., 
Mr. Worsham, in his youth, did not 
grew enamored of farm life. Rather 
is thoughts turned to literature, and 
particularly to poetry. At that age 
and in that environment this was not 
remarkable. 

“But stern necessity and a vigorous 
arent caused young Worsham to turn 
he imaginative qualities of his mind 
to the soil, a pair of plow handles be- 
et thrust imto his fists, and a pair of 
reins, attached to a mule, being thrown 
over his neck. Following the furrows, 
there came to him visions that were 
fully as poetic, but also intensely prac- 
tical, visions of transformed fields, of 
the glories of the higher agriculture. 
And then the determination to make 
the dreams come true. 

“It was in 1899 that he was gradu- 
ated from the Forsyth high school. 
Five years later he wae graduated with 
a B. 85. degree from his state university, 
where he remained for two years more 
as ingraduate work at Cornell. In 
1997 e became instructor in biology. 
Then he was made @ special agent of 
the bureau of entomology of the de- 
partment of agriculture, but he resign- 
ed presently to return to Georgia as 
state enteyeseyiit. He has made the 
job one of the biggest and most impor- 
tant in the cotton states. 

“For all this record of scientific at- 
tainments Mr. Worsham is far from be- 
ing the ‘highbrow’ in pergonal appear- 
ance. He dwelis in no rarified upper 
intellectual atmosphere. He is a ‘reg- 
ular fellow, with an engaging person- 
ality and a winning way. As a propa- 
gandist, which he distinctly is, he nev- 
er bores. A strong native sense of hu- 
mor maybe is responsible for this. 

“‘He is a bug on bugs, but you would 
never krow it,’ is the manner in which 
he has been described.”

Christmas day us making our 
way steadily up-stream against the 
strong current, and between the green 
and beautiful banks of the upper Para- 
guay. The shallow little steamer was 
jammed with men, dogs, rifles, partial- 
ly cured skins, boxes of provisions, 
ammunition, tools, and photographic 
supplies, bags containing tents, cots, 
bedding, and clothes, saddles, ham- 
mocks, and the other necessaries fora 
trip through the “great wilderness,” 
the “matto grosso”’” of western Brazil. 

It was a brilliantly clear day, and, 
although of course in that latitude and 
at that season the heat was intense 
later on, it was cool and pleasant in 
the early morning. 

We sat on the forward deck, admir- 
ing the trees on the brink of the sheer 
mudbanks, the lu rank grass of the 
marshes, and the many water birds. 
The two pilots, one black and one 
white, stood at the wheel. Colonel 
Ztondon read Thomas a Kempis; Ker- 
mit, Cherrie, and Miller squatted out- 
side the railing on deck over one 
paddle-wheel and put the final touches 
on the jaguar-skins. Fiala satisfied

They were, of course, 
chosen from among the men who were 
hunters, and each carried his long, 
rather heavy and clumsy jaguar-spear 
In front rode our vigorous host and 
his strapping son, the latter also carr} 
ing a jaguar-spear. The bridles and 
saddles of the big ranchmen and of the 
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had to be taken off before they could 
be gotten out. 

Among the marsh plants were fields 
and strips of the great caete rush. 
These ecaete flags towered above the 
other and lesser marsh plants. They 
were higher than the heads of the 
horsemen. Their two or thrée huge 
banana-like leaves stood straight up on 
end. The large brillant flowers— 
orange, red and yellow—were Joined 
into a singularly shaped and solid 
String or cluster. Humming-birds 
buzzed round these flowers; one #pe- 
cles, the sickle-billed hummer, has its 
bill especially adopted for use in these 
queerly shaped blossoms and gets its 
food only from them, never appearing 
around any other plant. 

The birds were tame, even those 
striking and beautiful birds which, un- 
der man’s persecution, are so apt to be- 
come scarce and shy. The huge jabiru 
storks, stalking through the water with 
stately dignity, sometimes refused to 
fly until we were only a hundred yards 
off: one of them flew over our heads 
at distance of thirty or forty yards. 
The screamers, crying curu-curu, and 
the ibises, walling dolefully, came even 
closer. The wonderful hyacinth ma- 
caws, in twos and threes, accompanied 
us at times forseveral hundred vards, 
hovering over our heads and uttering 
their rasping screams. 

In one wood we came on the black 
howler monkey. The place smelled al- 
most like a menagerie. Not watching 
with sufficient care I brushed against 
a sapling on which the venomous fire- 
ants swarmed. They burnt the skin 
like red-hot cinders, and left little 
sores More than once tin the dryer 
parts of the marsh we met small cay- 
mans making their way from one pool 
to another. My horse stepped over one 
before I saw it. The dead carcasses 
of others showed that on their wander- 
ings they had encountered jaguars or 
human foes. 
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This was a collared peccary. smalier 
and less fierce than its white-lipped 
kinsfolk. It is a valiant and truculent 
little beast, nevertheless, and if given 
the chance will bite a piece the size 
of a teacup out of either man or dog 
It is found singly or in small parties. 
feeds on roots, fruits, grass and 
times snakes and insects, and delige 
to make home in hollow logs 
taken young, it makes 
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long, dripping. splashing ride ho: 
ward. Through the gusts of dri 
rain we could hardly see the way. 
Once the rain lightened, and half 
mile away the sunshine gleam: 
through a rift in the leaden cloud mass. 
in this rift of shimmering 
there appeared a flock of 
white egrets. With strong, 
wing ‘beats the birds urged 
their flight, their plumage flashing in 
the sun. They then crossed the rift 
and were swallowed in the gray gloom 
of the day.

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Georgia W omen and I heirW ork 
For Progressive Legislation 


By Isma Dooly. 

The bills for which the women of 
Georgia, in organized effort, have 
worked—all of them pertaining in some 
way to home betterment or protection, 
have not all of them passed this year, 
not because some women did not use 
their well-directed influence well, but 
because so many women did nothing at 
all about the bills. though pledged to 
do so, while others failed to work in 
the right direction at the right time. 

A’ bill for which the women of Geor- 
gia have worked since its presenta- 
tion, and which has passed, is the 
public. health bill, known during its 
time of passing its the “Ellis bill,” be- 
cause Of, its introduction by that faith- 
ful and indefatigable worker, Mr. Ellis, 
of Tift county. 

I have felt that this bill would have 
passed even sooner than it did if a 
greater number of the women of the 
state had known better the needs in 
the rural communities of Georgia for 
better sanitation, better conditions 
around schools and homes for which 
the bill provides. It is not pleasant to 
to hear of it, but the stories about 
Georgia which have been told at the 
several health conferences I have at- 
tended here, and at other places in the 
south, have borne outthe proofs estab- 
lished by Dr. Charles Wardell Stiles, 
of the health department, Washington, 
D. C., that the rural homes and schools 


of the south, many of them, are bar- 
barous in their crudity and insanitary 
conditions, productive of the several 
diseases which have hampered progress 
in certain parts of Georgia, and other 
states of the central south. * 


The Public Health Biil. 


The Ellis bill provides for a general 
Cleaning up, which should begin at 
once. Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick, president 
of the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, who has worked for the bill 
since its introduction, has already 
sent to the vice presidents of 
her congressional district an ad- 
dress in which she urges upon the 
club women to push throw®rh their pub- 
lic health committees, in all clubs, for 
the immediate enforcement of the 
Ellis bill in its many departments. The 
women of Georgia, Mrs. Fitzpatrick 
urges, can bg more helpful than ever 
in this public heaith movement, and she 
urges upon her committees to push, 
with renewed vigor, for the establish- 
ment of medical inspection in the 
schools, and @ looking te protection of 
more direct kind against contagious 
diseases. 


The Child Labor Bill. 


There were many agencies at work 
for the pagsage of the Shepherd ehild 
lator bil], which did not pass in its 
original state, but was so amended 
to make its passing possible. Among

individual philanthropists, 
representatives of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, the 
Georgia branch of the National Con- 
gress of Mothers, the Georgia branch 
of the International Association of 
College Women, and organizations rep- 
resenting labor. 

Among representatives of outside 
agencies working for the passage of 
the bill was Mr. Herschel Jones, of New 
York city, representing the national 
Child Labor Committee of New York, 
an organization which hag made for 
the passage’of bills protecting the child 
in every section of the country. 

Mr. Jones was deeply impressed with 
the earnest work of the men of Geor- 
gia in behalf of the bill; it was one of 
the greatest factors in its final passing, 
he believes. He sent letters to the 
heads of the different women's organi- 
zations congratulating them on their 
work, and expressing the pleasure it 
had been to co-operate with them in 
their efforts. 

In discussing the ways and means 
by which women can further help in 
obtaining the legislation they especially 
desire, Mr. Jones believed the best plan 
was to concentrate fewer bills, organ- 
izing every force to the end of éts pass- 
ing, all] organizations agreeing on a 
common committee to represent them 
in the final work in the lobby. He he- 
lieved it was only to scatter ferce, when 
the women undertook to espouse the 
cause of too many bills at one time, 
and he recommended an interdemend- 
ence of the women’s organizations of 
Géorgia in the matter of legislation.

Further Helpful. 


Mr. Jones, who has watched the 
course of the legigjation worked for 


by women in other states, believes that} 


women have probably their greatest 
value in seeing that these laws. after 


they are passed, are actively enforced. 
For instance, he suggests that the 
women of Georgia can help at once in 
the enforcement of the child labor bil) 
by aiding the ordinary and the schoo!’ 
superintendent in the duty which will 
devolve upon them in passing upon the 
children described as exceptions to the 
rules of the bill, those coming under 
the head of the last amendment. 
These two officers representing the 
child in the home and in the school may 
not have the time to do that detail in- 
vestigation which committees from 
women’s organizations’ can do, and 
thus become so practically helpful. 


The Permissive Kindergarten Bill. 


Women, many of them worked faith- 
fully and continuously for the permis- 
sive kindergarten bill. This bill was 
inspired by the National Bureau of Ed- 
ucation in Washington, and was de- 
signed by the present able national 
school commissioner, Hon. P. P. Clax- 
ton. The National Educational asso- 
ciation indorsed the bill, and attention 
toit was first brought before Georgia's 
organized women by that “Motherof kin- 
dergarten work in north Georgia,” Mrs. 
Nellie Peters Black, when she brought 
the message ef it first to a state con- 
vention of the Georgia club women in 


Bainbridge, and subsequently at Cuth-¢ 


bert. 

Mrs. Charles J. Haden, chair- 
man of legislation, worked with 
her committee earnestly for the pass- 
age of the bill. Mrs. Dan Lele, of Col- 
legwe Park, suceeding Mrs. Haden, push- 
ed the work ab@y and vigorously, while 
Miss Carroll Oppenheimer, of Savan- 
nah, Ga., has for two years represent- 
ed a committee from the Federatien 
organized especially for work in that 
direction. 

The Mothers’ Congress. 

The Georgia branch Nat:wnal Con- 

gress of Mothers indorsed the bill last 


year, and at the state convention this 
year. Since her election to the of- 
fice of president of the Georgia branch, 
Mrs. Howard Payne has personally 
espoused the cause of the bill, and 
through hundreds of letters sent by 
her and members of the organization 
in different parts of the state, the work 
has been faithfully pushed. In the 
state capitol during the strenuous work 
done in behalf of the. bill Miss Mary 
Barnwell, of Atlanta, represented the 
work of the Mothers’ congress, while 
Mrs. J. Z Hoke represented the inter- 
est of rural women in the work. Other 
prominent women gave aid to the 
movement during the last two weeks 
of the legislature and there can be no 
doubt that their efforts under the di 
rection of Miss Oppenheimer, who has 
for two years worked systematically 
for the bill, reached a point of favor 
and understanding, which assures the 
passage of the bill next year. 
Work t© Go On. 

But the work of the women must-not 
cease now; it must must on from 
now, and the best work should be done 
before the le&®éslature meets next time. 
The time for 
work for legislation is when the can- 
didates for the legislature announce. 
Take interest enougd to find out who 
the men candidates are; study well the 
merits of the bill in which you are in- 
terested; then go to these men or get 
your husband and the men of the fam- 
ily to inquire of candidates what the 
platform is upon which they are run- 
ning, and get expression from candi- 
dates on the particular bill in which 
you are interested. Then & the time 
for women to work, and for the indi- 
vidual woman to work for her organi- 
zation.- Then let reports be made to 
the committee who represents the or- 
ganized movement in that direction.

Specific Versus General. 


A most striking vontrast exists be- 
tween the majority report regarding 
the Crosser bill for the government 
ownership of electric railways in the 
District of Columbia and the report 
recently submitted by the minority 
members of the district committee. 
Whereas the bulk of the majority re- 
port (thirty out of thirty-five pages, 
to be exact) was devoted to a general 
exploitation of economic theories re- 
garding public ownership and only two 
inches to an unsupported conclusion 
of seven points concerning the dis- 
trict railroads the minority report con- 
fines itself specifically to the proposed 
bill, its faulty construction and the ad- 
Vantages claimed by its proponents 
The majority report is at best an In- 
complete and unauthoritative discourse 
on the general principle of government 
ownership, while the minority report 
is a complete analysis of the proposal, 
good or bad, as it relates to the mat- 
ter actually under consideration. In 
other words, it deals with the facts 
This difference is worthy of note as 
being characteristic of two modes of 
thought—the loose and the analytical. 
It may be recalled that one of the wit- 
nesses stated that the people of Wash- 
ington were “overwhelmingly” in fa- 
vor of the bill, Dut that during a four- 
hour session, even though assisted by 
a city directory, he could name only 
sixteen people who favored government 
ownership, four of these being the 
three public service commissioners and 
the corporation counsel. Just as en- 
tertaining as the above incident is the 
fact that after repeated invitations, 
public notices of meetings and pro- 
longed meetings, only 15 of the 350,000 
citizens were interested enough to tes- 
tify in favor of the bill; and of these 
15 only four were taxpayers, and these 
four represented a property valuation 
of only $23,197 out of the total of $388.- 
000,000. The testimony of these few 
advocates, however, clearly establish- 
ed the fact that there is no aroused 
public opinion for gSovernment owner- 
ship in the district and no general die- 
satisfaction with fares or service

The long waist. shirred back and front te a panel, buttoned in 

front, meets at the hip line a skirt composed of a series of rufftes 

corded at the edge. The sleeves are tight at the top, but three 

ruffles compose the lower part of them. A flaring collar of fine lace finishes 

the neck. With this is worn a quaint little violet velvet hat, encircled with 
a wreath of small, vari-colored flowers. 


The loose coat of the gray broadcloth costume is lined throughout with 
black satin brocaded with big, pink roses, which when the coat is partly 
thrown open form elaborate revers.. A loose black satin belt slightly con- 
fines the fullness around the hips. The skirt has a double tunic falling over 
an underskirt of the brocaded satin, which is again repeated as a covering 
for the green lined parasol. Completing the costume is a jaunty black velvet 
hat trimmed with small, pink roses. 
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The somberness of the dark green crepe de Chine is relieved by its 
white chiffon vest, rose pink beads and parasol. The lower part of the 
sleeves is of dark green chiffon and the deep girdle coming well down on 
tne hips, tied in a sash-like bow in the back, finishes a double tunic of 
pleated chiffon. 

Nothing could be more chic than the voilet costume shown at the ex- 
treme right. The dress is made of violet taffeta with s deep pleated tunic 
of plaid crepe de Chine.
